spects tbe minister has usually allowed 
his letter* of recall to be prelected by his 
snocesior.

government. He did not return to Wash- 
ington, but Senor Dupuy do Lome ap- 
peared with tbe letters of recall of bis pre- 
decessor and letters accrediting himself as 
his successor. So tbat there Is precedent 
for a failure on the part of the retiring 
minister to take formal loave of United 
States officials. It Is said at the state de- 
partment that'thero is no time limit with 
which Dupuy de Lome must leave Wash- 
ington, and being now only a private 
Spanish citizen bo may take a reasonable 
time to arrange his affairs here without 
calling fcr criticism.

WILL IT PAY? 


natlroadi Are Conilderlni; Electrlcl- 


tr tor Their Suburban Service. 


[Copyright, 1898.] 


More than a jear ago, the Illinois 


Central company appointed a commit- 
tee to investigate the subject of elec- 
tricity as a motive power in the subur- 
ban service out of Chicago. It con- 
sisted of the chief engineer, the su- 
perintendent and superintendent of 
nachinery. They made a preliminary 
nvestiga'ion and reported a year ago 
hat electricity could be substituted ad- 
antageously for steam. At that time 
President Stuyvesant Fish wrote to me, 
n answer to an inquiry, that electricity 
rould be used by the road. 
But no system had been adopted, 
'he committee had still to determine 
'hich was the best. Before all of them 
ould be investigated a new power ap- 
>eared in the field—compressed air. 
"he Illinois Central people were pre- 
disposed to favor compressed air, be- 
ause they had got good results from 
ising it in their shops. So the eommit- 
ee, vi bile studying the electric systems, 
nvestigated compressed air. Their re- 
port has not been made, but I can fore- 
:ast it. It will be against compressed 
dir. 


Compressed air cannot "go the dis- 


:ance." It has verj valuable uses a? a 
motor, is W. TJ. EllJns, one of the con- 
rollers of the patents, said to me here 
not long ago. It can be used to great 
advantage on the short cross-town 
ines in New York city. But the ex- 
jeriment which the elevated road in 
Xew York made with it waa not an en- 
tire success and though indications 
once pointed tery strongly to its intro- 
duction there, I am satisfied that it 
will not be used on the "L" unless it 
is very much improved. 


Several months ago the Illinois Cen- 


tral committee saw some experiments 
at the General Electric works at 
Schcnectady. They were made with a 
ight motor pulling a light car—not 
service conditions. If, under full serv- 
ice conditions, the motors do all that 
is claimed for them, the WestinghoUFe 
system will probably be introduced on 
the Illinois Central road before the end 
of tins jear. 


The Illinois Central has a remarkable 


suburban service. It runs on four 
tracks along the lake shore. Two ot 
these tracks are used by the local serv- 
ice, stopping at every other street; the 
other two by the express service, which 
makes its first stop at Fifty-second 
(street. The local trains run nl about 


miles an hour. The express trains 


run at 50 miles nn hour, and the sched- 
ule has sometimes called for 52 miles. 
I rode on one of the express trains a 
few davs ago and it walked right a«ay 
from the fast mail traiii of the Mich- 
igan Central road, which was going; at 
regular speed on a parallel track. But 
the motion \\as «o sinooth that I would 
not have known that we were going 
at more than 25 miles iinliour. 


It is not intended to put the electric 


motors on the express service, which 


carries about one-quarter of the «ubur- 
tian business and covers a range of 22 
miles. The motors are to be used on 
the local trains, which run five miles, 
making frequent stops, and carry about 
24,000 passengers a day. These local 
irains run at 20-minute Intervals dur- 
ing the mid-day interval, and at five- 
minute intervals morning and evening. 
The ejipress trains rnn at 20-minute in- 
tervals between the local trains. 


To tell you what the Illinois Central 


people propose to do with their electric 
motors is to illustrate to you what 
these practical railroad men believe 
ib the use of electricity in railroading 
It is not, thcj say. to take the place of 
the locomotive in long-distance travel 
ing. 
They do not agree at all with 


President Clark, of the Xew Haven 
load, who has said that all the locomo- 
tives before long will go into the scrap 
hrap. They think there is no economy 
promi«cii for long-distance traveling 
bj electricity. 
But on a short-line 


nandling heavy traffic, with trains at 
brief intervals, they propose to rnn 
single o.irs or at most two cars togeth 
er iu place of trains of five cars; to run 
these cars under five-minute headway 
in the le*s busv hours and under two or 
three-minute headway morning and 
evening; to make more frequent stops; 
and to increase the speed from 38% 
n-iles an hour to 24 or 25 miles. 


The experiment will be watched vi ith 
»reat deal of interest by railroad men 


all over the country, and by the hun- 
dreds of thousands of suburbanites 
New York has an enormous suburban 
traffic running up into the state anc 
out into New Jersey.

the summer. Washington has a little 
army of people who Ihe as far avraj 
as Baltimore.

cleanly, quick service in place of n 
dirty, comparatively slow one. If th 
Illinois Central can do what it plans 
there will be joy in the heart of the 
much-abused commuter.

NEW TROLLEY WAGON 


The Latent In Vehicle* nil el W III Han 


on Any Road. 
(Copyright, 1898 1 


The very latest \eliicle to tiansport 


people about is called the tiolley 
wagon. The accompanying illustration 
is from a photograph of the first of 
these wagons ever built, which jour- 
neys about the roads of Reno, Nev. 


This interesting contrivance is really 


a happy medium between the trolley 
car and the ordinary vehicle We have 
had auto-ears and motor cars, but the 
trolley wagon is neither. It is an in- 
vention all by itself and its source of 
power is the one thing that enables the 
trolley car to call it a first cousin. 


The motor of the wagon is connected 


to the rear wheels by suitable gearing. 


a horizontal plane, thus changing com 
plication to simplicity and reducing th 
cost and weight of the wheel. 


The inventor of this vehicle believe 


there are wonderful prospects in stor 
for it. He sees no reason why it mai 
not be utilized in many sectiofts of th 
country, particularly where street car 
do not run and the building of a stree 
car line would involve tremendous ex 
pense.

TROLLEY WAGON THAT RTJNB ON ANY ROAD. 


tt is about 15 horse-power. It is a pow- 
erful affair, for its two rear wheels are 
eight feet in diameter. The two front 
wheels are lour feet in diameter. The 
frame supporting the motor is suspend- 
ed from the wagon frame. 


The width of the wheels is consider- 


able, and as the front wheels are much 
nearer together than the rear wheels, 
the wagon acts to quite a degree as a 
road roller. One of the advantages of 
the trolley wagon is that the worst 
road In the country has no terrors for 
It. The width of its wheels and the 
way they are adjusted make it possible 
for it to even ride over plowed ground 
in safety, and without that very dis- 
agreeable jar that a rough road general- 
ly causes. 


The trolley itself is adapted to run 


either on two or three wires. Every 
one who has seen a trolley car has no- 
ticed the little wheel that runs along- 
on the wire. This is called the locking 
wheel and its movements, which has 
heretofore been on «. vertical plane, Is 
changed in this instance to operate on

ZOPHERUS MEXICANUS. 


(The Only Beetle Known That Can Cut 


Metal.) 


Soon afterward another was obtained, 
and it is in regard to this one that ilr. 
Devoe tells the following slory: 


The beetle was between four and five 


centimeters long- (more than an inch and 
a half), about one-third as wide and wus 
somewhat mottled* Being placed ia a 
cardboard box for confinement, the cu- 
rious creature effected us escape there- 
from by cutting through the material. 
It did the same thiiig; when put into a 
box with a wooden top. Finally the 
owner immured the beetle in a small 
glass jar with a tight-fitting- penter 
cover. In order to ghe the bug fresh 
air,ho^eier,several holes were punched 
in the metal. The=e \\ere from one- 
quarter to three-eighths of nn inch in 
diameter and the plate itself was about 
one-sixteenth of an inch in thickness. 
After this last bottling the little rascal 
escaped tignin, and in the same manner 
as before 
Careful examination of the 


cover showed that 
the beetle had 


gnawed the metal vthere there was an 
exposed edge. It had not bored. It 
had tried its mandibles first on one 
opening and then on another. 
At 


length, more by accident Oian design, 
no doubt, it had. cut away the interven- 
ing material between the two holes, 
that were a quarter of an inch apart, 
thus merging them into one. The gap 
was large enough to allow the bug to 
crawl through. Fortunately in every 
case this specimen was recaptured. The 
beetle did not swallow the metal; it 
could not be said to have eaten the stuff. 
Bits of: the pewter, large and small, like 
rsriously sized particles of sawdust, 
were found in the jar and have been 
carefully preserved.
